FEDERAL  LIBRARIANS  THREATENED  BY 
PROPOSED  JOB  RECLASSIFICATION 


The  U.S.  Office  of  Personnel  Management  has 
issued  a  draft  revision  of  the  standards  used 
to  classify  and  grade  Federal  librarians.   If 
implemented,  the  new  standards  would  bring  about 
the  following  changes: 

— Most  of  the  librarians  who  perform  highly 
specialized  work,  such  as  catalogers,  reference 
specialists,  bibliographers,  indexers,  and 
others,  would  be  reclassified  into  a  new  GS- 
1409  series.   They  would  be  called  "bibliographic- 
information  analysts,"  not  "librarians,"  and 
would  not  be  classified  as  "professional." 
The  only  librarians  who  would  still  be  considered 
"professional"  would  be  managers,  generally 
speaking,  who  would  be  classified  in  a  re- 
defined GS-1410  Library-Information  Service 
Management  Series.   Among  the  reasons  for  the 
change  is  0PM' s  conclusion  that  catalogers, 
bibliographers,  and  other  working  librarians 
acquire  their  knowledge  on  the  job  and  do  not 
require  advanced,  specialized  education.   0PM 
also  concluded  that  "In  most  cases.  .  .substan- 
tial language  skills  are  not  required." 
— The  MLS  degree  no  longer  will  be  required  for 
"bibliographic-information  analysts." 
— Library  workers  may  become  the  only  occupa- 
tional group  in  the  Federal  Government  for 
which  the  highest  entry  level  for  persons 
with  a  masters  degree  is  GS-7  rather  than  GS-9. 
— Many  Federal  librarians  will  be  downgraded. 

MLA  and  IAML/US  have  both  sent  position 
statements  on  this  issue  to  appropriate  admin- 
istrative agencies  and  Congressional  commit- 
tees.  Individuals  are  strongly  urged  to  write 
their  Congressional  representatives  to  voice 
their  concerns,  since  the  standards  must  be 


approved  by  Congress  before  they  can  be  imple- 
mented (Rhode  Islanders  note:   Sen.  Claiborne 
Pell  is  a  member  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the 
Library) .  Anyone  wishing  additional  informa- 
tion or  copies  of  the  relevant  documentation  is 
invited  to  call  Gerry  Ostrove  at  NEC. 


*£  LEGISLATION  $* 


In  view  of  the  number  and  importance  of 
current  legislative  issues  that  affect  libraries 
and  librarians,  I  would  like  to  appoint  a 
member  of  the  chapter  to  take  responsibility  for 
finding  out  what's  happening  and  reporting  to 
us  at  meetings  and  in  the  Newsletter.  This 
person  would  maintain  close  contact  with  MLA' s 
Legislation  Committee,  investigate  the  extent  to 
which  issues  may  have  particular  relevance  to 
our  geographic  area,  provide  us  with  the  names 
of  organizations  and  individuals  to  which  of- 
ficial and  personal  letters  might  be  written, 
and  generally  assure  that  we  are  informed. 
Examples  of  matters  about  which  MLA  has  recently 
made  statements  are  the  Thor  Power  Tool  decision , 
tax  exemptions  for  donations  by  their  author 
of  manuscript  materials  to  libraries,  the  five- 
year  review  of  the  photocopying  provisions  of 
the  new  Copyright  Act,  and  the  recent  proposal 
by  the  U.S.  Office  of  Personnel  Management  to 
revise  the  qualifications  and  grades  of  libra- 
rians in  the  Federal  Service  in  a  manner  that 
would  effectively  downgrade  most  people  in  those 
positions.   If  you  would  like  to  volunteer  for 
this  appointment,  please  let  me  know.   Should 
you  have  any  experience  in  this  area,  be  sure 
to  mention  it.

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THE  CALIFORNIA  EXPERIENCE! 


** 


During  the  week  of  February  lst-7th,  1982,  a 
small  contingent  of  hearty  New  Englanders 
journeyed  to  the  51st  Annual  MLA  Meeting  in 
Santa  Monica,  CA.   There  they  braved  wind 
chill  factors  at  times  recorded  at  75° F,  and 
endured  sunny  skies,  sandy  beaches  and  palm 
tree-lined  boulevards. 

Members  who  confined  themselves  indoors 
during  the  conference  heard  several  sessions 
dealing  with  musical  activities  in  California, 
and  in  the  Los  Angeles  area,  in  particular. 
During  the  opening  day  session  on  Film  Music, 
discussion  centered  on  problems  and  methods 
in  research  and  documentation  of  this  genre. 
Music  librarians,  most  of  whom  are  not  ex- 
perienced in  handling  film  scores,  learned  of 
various  features  peculiar  to  these  materials. 
We  were  deeply  disturbed,  however,  to  hear 
that  major  Film  Studios  have  been  disposing 
of  countless  numbers  of  their  scores  over  the 
past  several  years. 

At  Thursday's  session,  Musical  Theatre  in 
Los  Angeles,  many  of  us  received  a  startling 
revelation:   that  particular  art  form  is  alive 
and  flourishing  apart  from  Broadway.   Edwin 
Lester,  founder  of  the  L.A.  Civic  Light  Opera 
Association,   reminisced  over  the  past  50  years 
and  the  stars,  composers  and  shows  that  have 
contributed  to  the  long  tradition  of  theater 
in  Los  Angeles. 

The  better  part  of  Friday's  convention  acti- 
vities were  spent  touring.  In  the  a.m.,  we 
visited  the  Los  Angeles  Music  Center.   (Those 
who  were  able  to  attend  an  evening  performance 
of  the  Philharmonic  at  the  Center  witnessed 
the  premiere  of  John  Corigliano ' s  Pied  Piper 
Fantasy,  written  for  and  performed  by  James 
Galway.  The  acoustics  of  the  multi-tiered, 
wood  paneled  auditorium  were  truly  phenomenal.) 
Friday  afternoon's  tour  took  us  to  the  Henry 
E.  Huntington  Library,  formerly  the  estate  of 
the  great  railroad  magnate  whose  name  it  bears. 
The  Huntington  houses  over  1  million  ms  and 
350,00  rare  books.   It  was  appropriate  that 
the  final  conference  session,  Preservation, 
was  held  at  the  Huntington,  since  that  acti- 
vity has  been  an  outstanding  priority  of  the 
library's  for  decades. 

Detailed  reports  of  each  conference  session 
will  appear  in  upcoming  issues  of  the  National 
MLA  newsletter.   Information  from  some  of  the 
Committee  meetings  appears  elsewhere  in  this 
newsletter.  For  those  who  are  planning  ahead, 
be  advised  that  the  1983  MLA  Annual  Meeting 
takes  place  a  little  later  in  the  winter,  the 
week  of  February  21st,  and  a  little  closer  to 
home,  Philadelphia,  PA.

MUSIC  OCLC  USERS  GROUP  MEETING

Santa  Monica,  California,  February  1,  1982 

The  big  news  from  Santa  Monica  is  that  LC 
music  cataloging  really  is  going  online ! 
Actually,  this  is  old  news,  but  LC's  Cather- 
ine Garland  made  clear  that  where  previous 
delays  were  the  result  of  music's  low  pri- 
ority in  the  MARC  development  process —  i.e.,- 
music  was  so  far  down  in  the  heap  that  they 
never  got  near  it — now  development  is  underway 
with  full  administrative  support.   Current 
delays  are  simply  due  to  everyone's  underes- 
timating the  magnitude  of  the  project.   For 
instance,  LC's  music  catalogers  will  literally 
catalog  online,  at  the  terminal,  while  all 
other  LC  catalogers  continue  to  use  a  work- 
sheet which  is  sent  to  the  MARC  Editorial 
Division  for  tagging  and  input.  Working  this 
factor  into  the  system  added  a  whole  layer  of 
complication — and  there  were  many  others. 
LC's  current  target  date  (cross  your  fingers 
but  don't  hold  your  breath)  is  the  end  of  this 
summer;  say,  late  September.  We  may  not  see 
any  tapes  distributed  for  a  while  after  that, 
and  possibly  not  even  until  early  1983. 

Among  the  things  that  OCLC  is  working  on 
are  (reported  Glenn  Patton) :   system  stability, 
the  ENHANCE  function,  elimination  of  duplicates 
and  merging  of  holdings,  and  access  to  other 
databases  (DIALOG,  BRS)  through  OCLC  terminals. 
One  thing  that  OCLC  is  not  planning  on  in 
the  near  future  is  the  introduction  of  subject 
searching  in  the  Online  Union  Catalog;  the 
necessary  programming  is  being  developed,  but  it 
will  be  introduced  in  the  local  all-purpose 
library  systems  that  OCLC  is  planning,  rather 
than  in  the  OLUC.  Glenn  spoke  of  the  lack  of 
sufficient  hardware  to  carry  the  extra  load  with 
out  degrading  response  time  as  the  principal 
reason. 

Additional  topics  covered  at  the  meeting 
were  music  retrocon  projects  and  the  use  of  pare 
professionals  in  music/OCLC  cataloging;  inter- 
ested persons  should  watch  the  MLA  and  MOUG 
Newsletters  for  reports  of  these  sessions. 

Finally,  two  items  of  business:   our  own  Jo<. 
Scott  (Univ.  of  Connecticut)  is  the  new  Trea- 
surer of  MOUG;  and  (as  a  result?)  MOUG  dues  are 
going  up  next  year.

The  afternoon  sessions  were  organized 
in  smaller  groups,  and  covered  a  choice 
of  the  following  topics:   Publicity  and 
the  Music  Library,  Lacunae  in  Music  Refer- 
ence, Evaluation  of  Bibliographic  Instructioi 
Programs,  Grant  Applications  for  the  Music 
Librarian,  Staff  Training,  Audio-Visual 
Teaching  Aides,  Course  Related  Instruction, 
Special  Services,  Preparing  Textbooks  for 
Bibliographic  Instruction,  and  Graduate 
Music  Bibliography  Courses.

Tuesday's  Pre-Conference  Workshop  on  "Pub- 
lic Services  and  Bibliographic  Instruction" 
set  out  "to  inform  music  librarians  of  cur- 
rent topics  in  public  services,  particularly 
in  light  of  far-reaching  technological  develop- 
ments.  The  role  of  the  music  librarian  as 
teacher  was  explored,  and  forums  were  provided 
for  discussion  of  specific  concerns  in  refer- 
ence services,  staff  training,  grant  applications, 
public  relations  and  bibliographic  instruction." 

The  first  session  dealt  with  the  changing 
technology  and  how  it  affects  public  services 
in- a  music  library.   Mary  Kay  Duggan  of  UC  Berke- 
ley outlined  teaching  information  in  newer 
formats:   microfiche  and  online.   The  flexibil- 
ity of  online  access  to  information  was  applauded, 
particularly  recently-developed  systems 
that  are  'user-friendly1.   Jeanette  Drone 
of  the  University  of  Illinois  School  of  Library 
Science  reported  on  her  findings  in  a  catalog 
use  study  at  the  University  of  Illinois  Music 
Library.   She  found  that  about  70%  of  the 
access  entries  to  the  card  catalog  used  by 
library  patrons  were  author/ composer  entries. 
Michael  Keller  of  UC  Berkeley,  however,  stated 
his  and  other  music  librarians'  surprise  in 
discovering  that  online  access  is  predominantly 
subject-oriented.   In  his  discussion  of  library 
networking  and  library  patrons,  he  praised 
new  developments  in  library  networking  as 
means  of  expanding  the  communication  base  of 
information  access  to  library  users,  but  also 
reminded  librarians  of  the  primary  importance 
of  one-to-one  communication  between  librarian 
and  user  that  precludes  technological  and  net- 
working advances. 

The  second  session  explored  the  role  of  the 
librarian  as  teacher.   Evan  Farber  of  Earlham 
College  described  his  program  of  course-related 
and  course- integrated  instruction,  emphasizing 
that  bibliographic  instruction  can  best  be 
presented  in  conjunction  with  specific  courses 
after  careful  planning  in  collaboration  with 
course  instructors.   Annie  Thompson  of  the 
University  of  Puerto  Rico  expressed  the  need  to 
incorporate  courses  in  bibliographic  instruc- 
tion into  the  curriculum  of  American  library    *£  NEMLA  DIRECTORY  AN  INTERNATIONAL  BEST-SELLER!  $* 
schools,  and  the  need  to  develop  continuing 
education  programs  and  workshops.   Donald  Krum- 
mel  of  the  University  of  Illinois  and  current 
President  of  the  Music  Library  Association 
closed  the  session  on  the  role  of  the  librarian 
as  teacher  by  bringing  home  to  all  of  us  the 
reality  that  our  functions  must  expand  to  meet 
the  burgeoning  informational  needs  of  the 
music  library.   Expanding  technologies  will  not 


**   SMALL  ACADEMIC  MUSIC  LIBRARIES  MEETING   S* 

On  Wednesday  morning  there  was  a  meeting 
of  small  academic  music  library  librarians, 
chaired  by  Janice  Jenkins  of  the  Stetson 
University  School  of  Music.   The  group  hopes 
to  create  a  standing  committee  that  will 
address  specific  problems  of  the  small  aca- 
demic music  library  and  hopes  that  MLA  will 
be  supportive  by  addressing  these  issues 
during  national  meetings.   Librarians  were 
in  agreement  that  some  of  their  problems 
occur  as  a  result  of  having  a  great  diversity 
of  responsibilities,  yet  insufficient  help 
to  carry  out  library  operations.   The  train- 
ing of  student  assistants,  an  online  sound 
recordings  analytics  project,  and  the  need 
for  access  to  music  library  consultants 
were  other  topics  discussed. 

During  the  coming  year,  if  anyone  has 
ideas  or  issues  relating  to  small  academic 
music  libraries,  please  contact  Janice  Jen- 
kins at  Stetson.   She  would  also  like  to 
receive  names  of  people  who  would  be  inter- 
ested in  attending  a  similar  meeting  during 
the  1983  MLA  conference  in  Philadelphia.
